HE opening1 of the lieadgates and sending the flist 
flood down the Irrigation canal was but a preface 


to the leal test 'of the national irrigation sysftem. east of 
this city. Water will always flow down hill and may be 
'confined within banks of earth and rock. It is also demon- 
strated that moisture applied to arid soils Is productive of 
life that has lain dormant in embyro throughout the ages. 


The real test of the canal will be the little furrows run 


across the fields wh'ere now the desert herbs hold sway. 


TTie government cannot make this test. It devolves 


upon the people of the "United States, who are possessed 
of homestead rights. 


For thousands of centuries the winds and the waters of 


countless? storms have brought down from the hills the de- 
composed rocks, rich in chemical constituents, leaving the 
upper heights rough, rocky and desolate. 


To unknown depths these earths have been deposited 


and year by year the process of disintegration has been 
continued until now there is not a pebble on the plain 
wherewith to hasten the flight of the coyote. 


Rich beyond measure* are these lands, and even where 


apparently rendered worthless by alkalis the soil is merely 
waiting for the planting of the sugar beet seeds and the 
turning into furrows the canal waters to produce abun- 
dantly that forage most fattening for cattle, even lf">the 
plant is not utilized in manufacturing one of the staple 
products of the world. 


No land is more fruitful than that of the desert The 


incentive to growth, water, has alwayw been, absent. There 
is no wasting of elements by volunteer vegetation. The 
sagebrush, grease wood and rabbit brush are of slow 
growth and do not exhaust the soil Its wealth awaits the 
coming of the water. Note the wild flowers. Year after 
year they refuse to> bloom. The seeds lie dormand awaiting 
the rains which do not fall But after a "late" spring wit- 
ness the scene of splendor as the lupine, whl violet, daisy, 
•wild plum and their host of neighbors carpet the plain. 


Nature awaits an awakening The fairy prince is com-

But natuie must be assisted by man. The waters may 


flow forever through the great diversion canal and noth- 
ing will profit except the seeds in the soil that lines the 
bank.

flaws in the metaphysics of this cult, we could, perhaps, 
question the success or the marvel of some of its miracles, 
but this would be an ungracious task Rather we congrat- 
ulate society on the coming of a rejigioua faith and teachc 
nig which recognizes that mind has unlimited power; that 
love is omnipotent—Denver Times.
